The Entrance Examination takes place a few days before each 
term and half-term. 


The objets of this Examination are (1) to enable the Principal 
to judge as to the general fitness of a candidate for acceptance 
as a student; (2) to ascertain the degree of proficiency already 
attained by the candidate; and (3) if the candidate is accepted, 


to make the. necessary arrangements for professors and classes. 


On teceipt of the entry form, a notice will be sent a few days 
before the entrance examination informing the candidate at what 
time he or she should attend. 


Students are not admitted for a shorter period than three terms,
